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1.  The  Conference  shall  meet  at  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  adjourn  at  12  m.,  hut  may 
alter  the  time  of  meeting  and  adjournment  at  their  discretion. 

2.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Confer- 
ence stood  adjourned,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  opened  by  reading  the  Scriptures, 
singing  and  prayer,  and  shall  have  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

3.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Conference,  but  in  case  of  an  appeal,  the  question  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

4.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  the  Con- 
ference, but  any  member  may  decline  serving  on  more  than  one  committee  at  the 
same  time. 

5.  All  motions  and  resolutions  introduced  by  any  member  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing,  if  the  President,  Secretary,  or  any  other  member  request  it. 

6.  When  a  motion,  resolution,  or  report  presented  is  read  by  the  Secretary,  or 
stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deemed  as  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  but 
any  motion  or  resolution  may  be  withdi-awn  by  the  mover,  at  any  time  before  the 
decision  or  amendment. 

7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  made  Until  the  one  under  consideration 
is  disposed  of,  which  may  be  done  by  adoption  or  rejection,  unless  one  of  the  follow- 
ing should  intervene,  which  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  named,  viz :  the  previous  question,  indefinite  postponement,  laying  on  the 
table,  reference  to  a  committee,  postponement  to  any  given  time,  amendment  or 
substitute. 

8.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  when  speaking,  except  by  the  President,  to 
call  him  to  order  when  he  departs  from  the  question,  uses  personalities  or  disrespect- 
ful language,  but  any  member  may  call  the  attention  of  tbe  President  to  the  subject 
when  he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  order,  or  any  other  member  may  explain  when  he 
thinks»himself  misrepresented. 

9.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Conference,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  Presi- 
dent. 

10.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  or  more  than 
fifteen  minutes  at  one  time,  without  leave  of  the  Conference ;  nor  shall  any  person 
speak  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

11.  Whenever  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  passed,  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  move  a  reconsideration. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  Conference  without 
leaye,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

13.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any  question  who  is  not  within  the 
bar  at  the  time  when  such  question  is  put  by  the  President,  except  by  leave  of  the 
Conference,  or  when  such  member  has  been  necessarily  absent. 

14.  Every  member  who  shall  be  within  the  bar,  at  the  time  the  question  is  put, 
shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him. 

15.  No  motion  will  be  considered  unless  seconded. 

16.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  Conference,  and 
when  approved,  shall  record  them  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  take 
charge  of  the  journal  and  other  papers  of  the  Conference,  and  preserve  them  with 
care  ;  suffer  no  person  to  take  a  copy  of  any  paper  during  the  interval  of  Conference, 
except  with  the  consent  of  the  Conference,  and  shall  forward  the  journal  and  papers 
to  the  next  annual  Conference. 

17.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

18.  All  committees  whose  reports  are  to  be  printed  in  the  Minutes,  shall  pre- 
sent their  reports  in  duplicate,  one  copy  for  the  Conference  and  another  for  the 
Committee  on  Publication  of  the  Minutes,  otherwise  the  Committee  on  Publication 
are  not  required  to  insert  such  report  in  the  Minutes. 

19.  All  persons,  while  passing  the  disciplinary  course  of  study,  who  shall  be 
•    reported  below  the  medium,  shall  be  required  to  pass  another  examination  on  the 

studies  so  reported ;  and  the  chairman  on  examining  committees  shall  give  notice  to 
the  Conference  Secretary  and  to  the  deficient  party. 

20.  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Conference  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  in- 
tending to  prefer  charges  against  members  of  this  Conference  during  the  session 
thereof,  to  give  as  early  notice  as  possible  to  the  person  to  be  so  charged  ^specifying 
as  nearly  as  possible  the  nature  of  the  complaint  to  be  made.  In  case  this  be  omit- 
ted the  complainant  shall  be  required  to  explain  the  omission.

§aily  Proceedings. 


FIRST  DAY. 

Wednesday,  September  18,  1872. 

The  Michigan  Annual  Conference  commenced  its  Thirty- 
Seventh  Session  in  the  City  of  Jackson  September  18th,  1872,  at 
9  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  Bishop  Ames. 

Rev.  Isaac  Bennett,  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  Confer- 
ence, conducted  the  devotional  exercises,  read  the  XVth  Chap- 
ter of  St.  John,  and  the  214th  Hymn,  and  after  singing,  led  in 
prayer. 

M.  B.  Camburn,  the  Secretary  of  last  year,  being  deceased, 
J.  I.  Buell,  First  Assistant  Secretary,  called  the  roll  by  invita- 
tion of  the  Bishop. 

J.  I.  Buell  was  elected  Secretary,  and  H.  M.  Joy  Fiftt 
Assistant. 

After  necessary  changes,  the  Standing  Committees,  nominated 
last  year,  were  elected. 

The  Presiding  Elders  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  nominate 
the  Conference  Board  of  the  Church  Extension  Society. 

S.  Steele,  T.  H.  Jacokes  and  Isaac  Bennett  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Memoirs. 

A  Committee  of  five  was  appointed  to  nominate  a  Judicial 
Committee,  to  try  all  cases  coming  before  this  Conference.  T.  H. 
Jacokes,  R.  Sapp,  D.  D.  Gillett,  H.  C.  Peck  and  I.  Coggshall, 
constituted  said  Committee. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  $1,200  were  apportioned  to  this 
Conference  for  the  support  of  the  Bishops,  and  the  Presiding 
Elders  were  apoointed  to  apportion  the  same  to  the  Districts. 
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On  motion  the  Secretaries  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  pub- 
lish the  Minutes. 

A  resolution  was  passed  requiring  all  Resolutions  and  Reports 
to  be  presented  in  duplicate. 

Thirty  dollars,  the  amount  to  which  this  Conference  was  enti- 
tled, was  ordered  from  the  chartered  fund. 

The  Committee  on  the  publication  of  the  Minutes  were  instructed 
to  publish  three  thousand  copies,  provided  the  expense  could  be 
met. 

A  communication  from  the  Book  Committee  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  Presiding  Elders. 

Pastors  were  ordered  to  report  their  Missionary  and  Fifth  Col- 
lections as  their  names  were  called. 

The  Eleventh  Disciplinary  Question  was  taken  up,  and  C.  S. 
Fox,  Presiding  Elder  of  Albion  District,  read  a  Report  of  the 
work  in  his  District.  The  names  of  the  Preachers  on  the  District 
were  called,  each  reported  the  amount  of  his  collections,  and  their 
character  passed. 

Niles  District  was  called,  and  C.  C.  Olds,  Presiding  Elder  of 
the  District,  reported  his  District. 

His  character  and  that  of  the  effective  Elders  on  his  District 
were  then  passed. 

Grand  Rapids  District  was  called.  A.  J.  Eld  red,  P.  E.,  read 
his  report,  and  his  character  and  the  character  of  the  Elders  on 
his  District  were  then  passed. 

Ionia  District  called.  D.  F.  Barnes,  P.  E  ,  presented  his  report. 
His  character  and  the  character  of  the  Elders  on  his  District 
were  passed. 

The  Committee  nominated,  and  the  Conference  confirmed  as 
the  Judiciary  Committee,  the  following,  viz :  L.  H.  Pearce,  A. 
L.  Crittenden,  W.  A.  Bronson,  E.  Beard,  W.  M.  Colby,  E.  L.  Kel- 
logg, A.  Hunsberger,  James  W.  Robinson,  H.  F.  Spencer,  H.  P. 
Henderson,  G.  W.  Sherman,  B.  H  Whitman,  A.  J.  Sensabaugh, 
William  M.  Coplin  and  J.  Roberts. 

Documents  and  papers  in  the  case  of  A.  W.  Torrey  were  pre- 
sented and  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee  for  trial. 
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R.  Sapp  presented  a  memorial  touching  the  case,  which  was 
read. 

D.  D.  Gillett  and  E.  H.  Day  were  appointed  Counsel  for  the 
Church,  and  the  Counsel  on  both  sides  were  instructed  to  conduct 
the  case  in  accordance  with  a  Resolution  of  Conference  passed 
two  years  ago,  touching  such  cases. 

A  communication  from  Dr.  E.  0.  Haven  was  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

A  circular  from  J.  S.  Smart  and  others,  on  Temperance,  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Temperance. 

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  procure  blanks  for  reports  of 
Pastors. 

Announcements  were  made,  the  Doxology  was  sung,  and  the 
Benediction  was  pronounced  by  H.  C.  Peck. 


SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  September  19,  1872. 

Conference  met  at  82  o'clock  a.  m.,  Bishop  Ames  in  the  chair. 

Devotional  exercises  by  Rev.  S.  Steele.  Minutes  of  yesterday's 
proceedings  were  read,  corrected  and  approved. 

Bishop  Harris  was  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

The  11th  Question  was  resumed,  and  the  character  of  effective 
Elders  examined  and  passed. 

I.  Coggshall,  P.  E.  of  Kalamazoo  District,  read  his  report,  and 
his  character  and  the  character  of  the  Preachers  of  his  District 
were  passed. 

Bishop  Harris  took  the  chair  by  invitation  of  Bishop  Ames. 

Lansing  District  was  called.  Report  was  read  by  N.  Fassett, 
and  his  character  and  the  character  of  the  Elders  passed. 

G.  D.  Lee,  P.  E.  of  Pentwater  District,  presented  his  report  of 
the  District,  and  the  passage  of  the  character  of  the  Elders 
was  attended  to. 

Charles  Powers  was  granted  a  location. 

Grand  Traverse  District  was  called,  and  J.  W.  Miller,  Presiding 
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Elder,  presented  his  report,  and  his  character,  and  that  of  the 
Elders  of  his  District  passed. 

H.  C.  Peck,  P.  E.  of  Big  Kapids  District,  read  the  report  of 
his  District,  and  his  character  and  that  of  the  Elders  of  the  Dis- 
trict were  passed. 

Kev.  Brother  Wykes,  from  Central  Ohio  Conference,  Dr.  Rut- 
ledge  of  Tennessee,  Dr.  Kynett  of  Philadelphia,  Arthur  Edwards 
of  the  Northwestern  Christian  Advocate,  and  Rev.  Brother  Jor- 
dan, of  West  Virginia,  were  introduced  to  the  Conference. 

C.  L.  Barnhart  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Society, 
in  the  place  of  J.  A.  Sprague,  absent. 

Dr.  Kynett  addressed  the  Conference  on  the  subject  of  Church 
Extension. 

Revs.  C.  C.  McCabe,  S.  Clements,  and  J.  S.  Sutton  were  intro- 
duced to  the  Conference. 

A  Committee  of  one  from  each  District,  on  Book  and  Periodi- 
cal Accounts,  was  elected. 

M.  A.  Daugherty  presented  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of 
Albion  College,  and  a  letter  of  Judge  Brown  to  the  College 
Library  and  Museum  Society,  which  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education. 

Rev.  Mr.  Rutledge  addressed  the  Conference  in  reference  to  the 
Freedmen. 

Notices  were  given,  the  Doxology  sung,  and  the  Benediction 
was  pronounced  by  Bishop  Harris. 


THIRD  DAY. 

Friday,  September  20,  1872. 
Conference  convened  at  8J  o'clock  a.  m.    Bishop  Ames  in  the 
chair.    Rev.  D.  Burns  conducted  the  Devotional  Exercises. 
The  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read  and  approved. 
The  Committee  reported  the  apportionment  to  the  Districts 
for  the  Bishop's  support. 
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Also  nominations  for  Officers  of  Church  Extension  Society. 
(See  Report.) 

T.  S.  Frey  and  W.  J.  Swift  were  made  effective. 

The  candidates  for  admission  into  full  connection  were  called, 
answered  the  Disciplinary  Questions,  and  were  addressed  by  the 
Bishop,  after  which  their  relation  was  fixed. 

A.  R.  Boggs  was  appointed  a  Committee  to  collect  funds  for 
the  publication  of  the  minutes. 

Dr,  Reid  addressed  the  Conference  on  the  subject  of  Missions. 

A  note  from  Mr.  John  Morris,  agent  of  the  State  Prison,  was 
received,  inviting  the  members  to  visit  that  institution  at  any  time 
during  the  Conference. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Book  Committee  was  received  and 
placed  on  file. 

Announcements  were  made,  and  the  Conference  adjourned  with 
Benediction  by  H.  M.  Joy. 


FOURTH  DAY. 

Saturday,  September  21,  1872. 

Conference  convened  at  81  o'clock  A.  m.    Bishop  Ames  in  the 
chair.    T.  H.  Jacokes  conducted  the  religious  exercises. 
The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 
The  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  It  is  intimated  that  legislation  is  necessary  to  remedy  exist- 
ing defects  in  the  tenure  of  Church  property, 

Resolved,  That  there  be  appointed  a  Committee  to  confer  with  legal 
counsel,  and  obtain,  if  found  practicable,  such  remedies  as  will  enable  us 
to  perfect  the  tenure  of  all  trust  property  indefeasible  in  perpetuity. 

D.  D.  Gillett  and  I.  Coggshall  were  elected  such  Committee. 

It  was  voted  to  raise  the  amount  of  $50.50  from  the  Conference 
by  special  collection,  for  W.  Gray.*  F.  Gage  was  elected  Col- 
lector. 

J.  M.  Reid,  A.  J.  Eldred,  and  I.  Coggshall,  were  appointed  a 
Committee  on  the  Use  of  Tobacco. 
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Kev.  Mr.  Cooper,  Delegate  from  the  Presbyterian  Church,  was 
introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference.  At  the  close  of  his 
address  he  presented  the  Bishop  with  a  copy  of  the  History  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  Bishop  responded,  and  requested  Dr. 
Hitchcock  to  forward  from  Chicago  a  copy  of  Dr.  Stevens'  His- 
tory of  Methodism  to  Mr.  Cooper. 

The  following  Ministers  were  introduced  to  the  Conference,  viz  : 
Revs.  Ashworth,  Hunt,  Pilcher,  Fisk,  Montague,  Goodspeed, 
Levington,  Riley,  Warner  and  Ball. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  was  instructed  to  nominate 
Delegates  to  fraternizing  bodies. 

The  Bishop  presented  the  list  of  Examining  Committees  for 
next  year.  (See  List.)  Dr.  Hitchcock,  of  the  Western  Book 
Concern,  addressed  the  Conference. 

Dr.  Reid  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  we  deeply  sympathize  with  the  Garrett  Biblical  Institute, 
in  view  of  its  losses  by  the  great  Chicago  conflagration,  and  that  we 
assume  the  amount  of  $1,200  as  our  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  current 
year,  which  is  hereby  apportioned  to  the  different  Districts,  on  the  basis 
of  the  missionary  apportionment  of  last  year,  to  be  in  lieu  of  the  usual 
collection  for  Theological  Education. 

The  Fifth  Question  was  taken  up,  and  the  following  names 
were  called  :  A.  A.  Knappen,  J.  W.  Reid,  G.  L.  Haight,  Wright 
Barrett,  Burton  S.  Mills,  G.  A.  Phillips,  William  M.  Ball,  H.  C. 
Williams,  John  F.  Wallace,  S.  G.  Blanchard,  C.  H.  Howe,  James 
Hamilton,  James  E.  White,  Norman  D.  Marsh,  G.  L.  Gilbert,  G. 
W.  Gosling,  James  Webster.  The  Committee  reported  in  their 
case,  and  they  were  elected  to  Elder's  Orders. 

The  Bishop  called  for  recommendations  of  Local  Preachers  for 
Deacon's  Orders,  and  John  P.  Williams  (Indian)  was  recom- 
mended and  elected. 

Recommendations  of  Local  Deacons  for  Elder's  Orders  were 
called  for,  and  George  W.  Pattison  and  William  B.  Silber  were 
recommended  and  elected. 

T.  J.  Hill  was  superannuated  at  his  own  request. 

S.  L.  Hamilton  and  F.  Glass  were  made  effective. 

John  Cowan  asked  for  and  was  granted  a  location. 
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The  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Tobacco  presented  the  following, 
which  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  notice  is  hereby  given  to  all  candidates  seeking  admis- 
sion to  this  Conference,  that  the  use  of  Tobacco  will  be  an  objection  to 
their  admission,  and  that  we  therefore  affectionately  but  earnestly  advise 
these  persons  at  once  to  discontinue  the  use  of  this  pernicious  weed. 

The  Second  Question  was  taken  up,  and  the  names  of  the  fol- 
lowing were  called,  the  Committee  of  Examination  reported  in 
their  case,  and  they  were  continued  on  trial,  viz  :  Wilbur  I. 
Coggshall,  Daniel  W.  Parsons,  Nelson  Saunders,  George  L.  Mount, 
Duncan  M.  Ward,  Augustus  H.  Gillett. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  presented  the  Report 
of  the  Board,  which  was  amended  and  adopted. 

The  hour  of  adjournment  having  arrived,  notices  were  given, 
and  the  Committee  on  Public  Worship  reported.  The  Doxology 
was  sung,  and  the  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  C.  C.  Olds. 


FIFTH  DAY.

Conference  convened  at  82  o'clock  a.  m.  Bishop  Ames  in  the 
chair.

The  First  Question  was  taken  up,  and  the  following  were  recom- 
mended and  admitted  on  trial,  viz :  George  W.  Pattison,  from 
Bangor  Charge,  Niles  District ;  Manly  B.  Sherman,  from  Jack- 
son ;  Martin  V.  Rork,  from  Saline,  Detroit  Conference ;  Sanford 
Snyder,  from  Pewamo ;  Albert  D.  Newton,  from  Muir ;  William 
Stinchcomb,  from  Orange  Circuit ;  Edward  A.  Tanner,  from 
Sebewa,  Ct. ;  Martin  D.  Carrell,  from  Quincy  Charge ;  Reuben  N". 
Cratz,  from  Hart,  Ct. 

William  B.  Holt  was  re-admitted  from  the  East  Genesee 
Conference. 
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I.  Bennett  made  some  remarks  complimentary  to  R.  Sapp,  now 
closing  his  work  as  Presiding  Elder  of  Coldwater  District,  and 
presented  him  a  package  of  money  in  behalf  of  the  Preachers  of 
that  District.    R.  Sapp  replied  in  some  brief  remarks. 

The  Bishop  stated  that  he  had  found  a  rule  of  the  Bishops,  that 
no  one  should  be  appointed  to  District  work  more  than  eight 
years  in  succession,  except  in  special  cases ;  that  he  might  find  it 
necessary  to  appoint  R.  Sapp  to  a  District,  and  asked  that  the 
•  Conference  would  take  a  vote  permitting  him  to  do  so,  which  was 
done. 

Ionia  was  nominated  as  the  seat  of  the  next  Conference,  and  by 
vote  was  confirmed. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  bill  for  Blanks,  Stationery,  etc.,  for 
the  use  of  the  Conference,  which  was  allowed  and  ordered  paid 
from  Conference  funds. 

By  resolution  a  Committee  of  one  from  each  District  was 
appointed  to  nominate  Standing  Committees  for  next  year  ;  also, 
a  Statistical  Committee  of  one  from  each  District,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  each  to  collect  and  tabulate  the  Statistics  of  his  District 
in  triplicate,  and  report  to  the  Conference  Statistician. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  offered  the  fol- 
lowing, which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  loan  fund  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  is  worthy 
of  all  confidence  as  a  most  important  agency  for  the  spread  of  the  work  of 
God  in  our  rapidly  extending  country,  that  we  are  deeply  interested  in 
its  permanency  and  success,  that  without  fidelity  in  the  repayment  on  the 
part  of  the  churches  of  all  the  loans  made  by  the  Society,  and  a  rigid  col- 
lection on  the  part  of  the  Society  of  all  mortgages,  this  fund  must  gradu- 
ally but  certainly  and  totally  be  destroyed.  And  we  will  therefore 
heartily  support  the  Church  Extension  Society  in  all  measures  necessary 
for  its  complete  success. 

Resolved,  As  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  we  accept  it  as  our  duty,  and 
pledge  ourselves  to  take  collections  in  all  our  charges  for  the  Church 
Extension  Society. 

The  Eighth  Question  was  taken  up.

Congdon,  J.  A.  Sprague,  were  continued  in  that  relation. 

E.  Westlake  was  reported  transferred  to  Detroit  Conference. 
William  McKnight,  deceased. 

Rev.  Mr.  Palmer,  Delegate  from  the  Baptist  Church  in  this 
State,  was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference. 

Reports  of  Committees  on  the  Ladies  and  Pastors'  Christian 
"Union,  aftd  the  Church  Extension  Society,  were  presented  and  . 
adopted. 

A  resolution  relating  to  District  Conferences  was  presented,  and 
laid  on  the  table  for  the  present. 

David  Preston  was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference 
in  relation  to  raising  endowment  funds  for  Albion  College,  fol- 
lowed by  remarks  by  H.  Rich,  James  W.  Sheldon,  O.  C.  Knapp 
and  Bishop  Ames,  seconding  the  enterprise. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hough  presented  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Con- 
gregational General  Conference  of  Michigan. 

J.  M.  Arnold  represented  the  Detroit  Book  Depository. 

W.  H.  Perrine  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Peri- 
odicals, which  was  adopted.

ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Committee  on  Education  report  as  follows  : 

The  times  and  the  customs  demand  more  than  ever  before,  in  all  the 
avocations  of  life,  cultured  minds  with  Christian  hearts. 

The  Church  is  to  devote  its  energies,  its  prayers,  its  resources,  its 
money,  to  the  production  of  these  qualifications  in  its  men  and  its 
women. 

The  call  comes  up  from  every  department  of  labor,  from  every  direc- 
tion, for  better  qualified  workmen.  Home  churches,  and  missions  in  our 
own  Conferences,  are  asking  for  cultured  ministers.  The  foreign  work,  at 
each  station  where  the  cross  is  planted,  is  asking  for  more  and  better 
furnished  minds.  Secular  callings  on  eveiy  side  present  the  same  demand. 
The  cry  becomes  general  for  more,  and  better,  and  stronger  men,  richer 
in  culture,  and  safer  in  morals,  to  fill  every  place  in  politics,  literature, 
science,  commerce,  agriculture,  mechanics,  law,  journalism,  and  every 
ecclesiastical  and  social  position. 

The  State  and  the  Church  vie  with  each  other  in  answering  this  demand. 
The  common  and  high  school  systems,  culminating  in  the  State  College 
and  University,  where  the  most  thorough  instruction  in  literature  and 
science  can  be  secured,  is  the  answer  presented  by  the  State. 

We  commend  these  institutions  of  the  State  of  Michigan  as  being  grand 
in  their  conception,  great  in  their  utility,  and  magnificent  in  their  results. 
They  are  eminent  safeguards  against  ignorance,  bulwarks  against  foreign 
superstitions  and  priestcrafts,  and  the  agencies  leading  to  a  higher  civili- 
zation. 

The  Church  in  the  Michigan  Conference  presents  its  answer  to  this 
demand  in  Albion  College,  in  the  Northwestern  University,  in  Garrett 
Biblical  Institute,  and  in  the  General  Board  of  Education  of  the  M.  E. 
Church.  These  agencies  combined  are  to  furnish  the  best  order  of  mind, 
with  the  ripest  culture,  connected  with  the  purest  moral  conditions,  amid 
the  nurture  of  prayer  and  the  influences  of  grace,  and  so  furnish  men  and 
women  for  good  words  and  works. 
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The  State  undertakes  to  develop  mind  without  the  influences  of  relig- 
ion. The  Church  undertakes  nothing  without  throwing  over  it  the  charms 
of  religion.  We  expect  from  the  State  training,  intellectual  men  and 
women.  We  expect  from  the  Church  educational  system,  intellectual 
Christians.  These  shall  be  quite  able  to  do  the  work  of  the  Church,  to 
multiply  Church  influences,  and  to  strengthen  Church  agencies. 

Albion  College  closed  a  year  of  successful  labor  in  June  last.  The 
number  of  students  in  attendance  was  two  hundred  and  seventeen,  a 
larger  number  than  were  in  attendance  the  preceding  year.  Six  persons 
were  graduated,  and  received  the  appropriate  degrees.  The  instruction 
of  the  year  had  been  thorough  and  satisfactory. 

The  estimated  expenses  for  the  year  were  $13,560.  The  actual  expenses 
for  the  year  were  $14,986.36.  The  estimated  receipts  were  $8,900.  The 
actual  receipts  were  $10,034.39.  There  was  then  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  a  deficit  in  the  expense  account  of  $4,951.97.  This  amount  should 
have  been  covered  by  the  collections  ordered  in  the  two  patronizing  Con- 
ferences the  past  year.  As  much  as  these  collections  shall  fall  short  of 
this  amount  so  much  will  be  left  as  a  legacy  of  debt  to  be  met  next  year. 

The  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  are  as  follows:  Estimated 
expenses,  including  salaries,  incidentals,  interest,  etc.,  $14,950.  Estimated 
receipts,  $15,366.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  College  has  reached  a 
point  at  which  it  becomes  self-sustaining.  But  the  deficiency  of  last  year 
remains  unprovided  for.  The  patronizing  Conferences  must  then  take 
their  Albion  College  collection  one  year  more  to  meet  the  part  of  this 
deficiency  that  is  not  met  by  their  collections  this  year. 

The  exhibit  of  the  College  June  25,  1872,  exclusive  of  endowment  funds, 
was  as  follows:  Buildings  and  grounds,  President's  house,  other  real 
estate,  furniture,  fixtures,  library,  bills  receivable,  etc.,  $76,446.80.  Lia- 
bilities, consisting  of  mortgages,  warrants,  unpaid  salaries,  etc.,  $16,867.34. 
Net  value  of  college  property  above  liabilities,  $59,579.46. 

The  endowment  fund  was  as  follows:  Funded  $41,523.  In  the  hands 
of  David  Preston,  Detroit  Conference  Endowment  Fund  Trustee,  $5,163. 
In  the  hands  of  M.  A.  Daugherty,  Michigan  Conference  Endowment  Fund 
Trustee,  notes,  $24,023.  Real  estate,  $5,100.  Total,  $29,123.  Known  to 
be  worthless  notes,  $3,385.  Supposed  present  value,  $25,738.  Albion 
Local  Endowment  Fund,  $25,000.    Grand  total,  $97,424. 

In  addition  to  this  the  College  holds  pledges  for  $50,000,  conditioned 
upon  the  raising  of  $60,000  more  by  David  Preston  by  the  15th  day  of 
September,  1873,  $40,000  of  the  first  pledged  has  been  yielding  the  College 
seven  per  cent  interest  since  the  15th  of  September,  1871. 

David  Preston  now  proposes  to  make  a  simultaneous  movement  on  the 
Churches  and  ministry  in  October,  and  in  one  day  pour  this  $60,000  into 
the  treasury  of  the  College.    The  design  is  a  bold  one,  requiring  courage, 
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energy  and  faith  for  its  successful  execution.  But  he  who  leads  the 
movement  knows  only  success,  and  cannot  now  learn  defeat.  It  will  be 
the  grandest  movement  of  the  age  in  Michigan,  and  may  well  stimulate 
every  member  in  the  churches  and  every  scholar  in  the  Sunday  schools  to 
have  some  part  in  such  a  glorious  work. 

We  recommend  the  Presiding  Bishop  to  appoint  George  B.  Jocelyn 
President,  William  H.  Perrine  and  J.  H.  Hopkins  Professors,  and  M.  A. 
Daugherty  Agent  of  Albion  College,  to  which  positions  they  have  been 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

We  recommend  that  Orlando  C.  Gale,  wdiose  term  of  office  as  Trustee 
expires,  be  re-elected  to  that  office,  and  that  the  Trusteeship  made  vacant 
by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  W.  H.  Brockway  be  filled  by 
his  re-election. 

We  recommend  the  following  as  visitors  to  Albion  College:  Rev.  T.  F. 
Hiklreth,  Rev.  James  Hamilton,  Rev.  W.  W.  Baldwin,  Rev.  G.  L.  Cole, 
J.  M.  Davis  of  Kalamazoo,  and  H.  R.  Gardner  of  Jonesville. 

We  recommend  the  proposed  action  of  David  Preston  to  all  the  people 
of  our  charges,  and  commend  him  and  his  plan  to  their  most  generous 
sympathies. 

The  Northwestern  University  by  its  increasing  usefulness,  and  by  its 
enlarging  facilities,  continues  to  commend  itself  to  the  favor  and  patron- 
age of  the  Christian  public. 

We  recommend  that  Rev.  A.  J.  Elclred,  whose  term  of  office  as  a  Trus- 
tee now  expires,  be  re-elected. 

Garrett  Biblical  Institute  has  had  a  year  of  disaster  in  its  financial  inter- 
ests. The  great  fire  of  Chicago  swept  away  the  buildings  upon  whose 
rent  it  relied  for  available  resources.  But  notwithstanding  this  misfor- 
tune the  educational  work  has  gone  successfully  on.  More  than  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty  young  men  looking  towards  the  work  of  the  ministry 
have  received  educational  training  in  Evanston  during  the  past  year. 

We  recommend  the  appointment  of  the  following  as  visitors  to  the 
Institute  :  Rev.  A.  A.  Knappen,  and  Rev.  Levi  Tarr. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  is  now  in 
successful  operation,  with  Rev.  Dr.  E.  O.  Haven  as  its  able  Secretary. 
Its  purpose  is  to  unify  and  systematize  the  educational  work  and  interests 
of  the  Church,  and  to  raise  a  fund  to  aid  the  deserving  in  obtaining  an 
education,  especially  to  aid  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry. 

We  commend  this  cause  to  the  earnest  sympathies  of  this  Conference, 
and  recommend,  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  its  Secretary,  that 
the  second  Sunday  in  June  be  observed  as."  Children's  Day"  in  all  our 
Churches.

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ON  TEMPERANCE. 

Concerning  intoxicating  beverages  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference 
makes  the  following  declarations: 

1.  In  view  of  the  appalling  evils  and  miseries  resulting  from  their  use, 
and  because  such  use  is  clearly  sinful,  we  hold  that  total  abstinence  is  the 
duty  of  all  persons. 

2.  That  the  extent  of  this  evil,  and  its  stealthy  spread  among  the 
wealthy  and  fashionable,  and  also  among  the  ignorant  and  degraded 
classes,  and  among  men  in  official  station,  drawing  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  the  people  of  the  country  within  its  embrace,  should  occasion  alarm, 
and  does  create  a  demand  for  vigorous  counteracting  efforts. 

3  We  regard  the  liquor  traffic  as  the  prime  cause  of  these  evils,  as  a 
dishonor  to  Christian  civilization,  as  a  foe  to  Christianity,  as  at  war  with 
the  best  interests  of  society,  as  hostile  to  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness;  we  hold  that  it  corrupts  the  public  morals,  renders  private 
property  insecure,  frightfully  increases  pauperism,  crime  and  taxation, 
converts  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  invested  in  it  to  a  huge  dis- 
grace, and  an  omnipresent  curse,  that  it  is  an  insult  to  God,  crying  to 
heaven  against  the  nation,  and  is  a  moral  and  political  wrong  of  unequaled 
enormity. 

4.  That  inasmuch  as  there  exists  no  right  to  license,  and  no  power  to 
regulate  this  traffic,  it  is  the  solemn  duty  of  both  State  and  national  gov- 
ernments to  protect  us  from  it,  by  effectual  legal  prohibition  of  the  manu- 
facture, importation  and  sale  of  intoxicating  drinks. 

5  That  we  look  with  alarm  and  unqualified  reprobation  upon  the 
indorsement  by  great  political  conventions,  at  the  demand  of  its  friends, 
of  sentiments  favoring  this  traffic. 

6.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  all  men,  and  especially  of  Christians,  by  all 
proper  means  to  seek  the  destruction  of  these  evils,  to  maintain  the  just 
doctrine  that  they  are  enemies  against  God  and  human  society,  for  the 
prevention  of  which  all  moral  means  should  be  employed,  and  the  aid  of 
the  government  be  invoked.

ON  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

To  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference  : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren. — Your  Committee,  appointed  to 
consider  the  subject  of  Church  Extension,  submit  the  following  report : 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  take  the  lead  in  every  enterprise  calcu- 
lated to  secure  the  well  being  of  men.  It  is  not  a  time  to  slacken,  but 
rather  increase  our  efforts,  to  bring  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  to  pay 
homage  to  Him  wiio  is  ' '  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords. "  Looking  upon 
the  religious  condition  of  the  world,  it  seems  that  the  words  of  Jesus  were 
never  more  applicable  than  at  the  present  time.  "  The  fields  are  already 
white  unto  the  harvest  "  East,  West,  North  and  South,  in  our  own  and 
other  lands,  the  Macedonian  cry  is  heard,  "Come  over  and  help  us,"  and 
the  Church  would  prove  recreant  to  its  high  trust,  should  it  fail  to  improve 
the  opportunity  so  happily  afforded  for  extending  the  Kingdom  of  Jesus 
Christ.  But  it  will  not  fail,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know,  that  while  God 
is  moving  the  nations  to  seek  a  vitalizing  principle,  which,  permeating 
human  governments,  shall  impart  to  them  a  higher  civilization,  and  enter- 
ing human  hearts,  raise  them  to  a  higher,  a  nobler  life,  the  Church  is  not 
inactive.  There  is  unmistakable  evidence  that  the  command  of  Jesus, 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,"  is 
not  unheeded.  When  the  call  is  made,  "  Who  will  go  for  us,  and  whom 
shall  we  send?"  the  response  is  given  by  many  devoted  hearts,  "Here 
am  I,  send  me."  But,  as  has  been  justly  said  by  another,  "  Teaching  and 
preaching  give  no  lasting  results,  without  organization,  and  organization 
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has  not  much  influence  without  a  local  center  and  personality."  There 
must  be,  therefore,  a  rallying  point  around  which  the  religious  influence 
of  the  Church  may  gather.  It  must  be  a  home,  a  fortress,  a  center  of 
religious  authority.  Such  a  center  is  the  house  of  worship.  The  taber- 
nacle in  the  wilderness,  and  the  Temple  at  Jerusalem,  were  to  the  Jews 
symbols  of  the  presence  of  God  among  them.  So,  the  chapel  in  any 
community  is  the  emblem  of  that  gospel  which  is  the  power  of  ^God  unto 
salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth.  Toward  the  house  of  worship  the 
heart  of  the  Christian  turns,  as  representing  that  "house  not  made  with 
hands,  eternal  and  in  the  heavens."  The  erection  of  suitable  houses  of 
worship  has  been  a  long  felt  necessity  by  the  Church,  and  it  was  a  happy 
thought  inspired  in  some  mind  or  minds,  that  by  the  organization  of  a 
Church  Extension  Society  this  work  might  be  helped  forward  in  the 
feeble  societies  in  the  older  settlements,  and  aid  given  to  those  in  the  new 
and  destitute  portions  of  the  land;  accordingly  at  the  General  Conference 
held  in  Philadelphia  in  May,  1864,  this  idea  took  form,  and  provision  was 
made  for  the  organization  of  the  Church  Extension  Society  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  which  work  was  completed  in  the  following  year.  In  its  opera- 
tions the  results  have  been  greatly  encouraging,  giving  aid  by  loan  or 
donation  to  struggling  societies  ;  many  fainting  hearts  have  been  made  to 
sing  with  gladness,  as  they  have  seen  accomplished  through  this  instru- 
mentality what  could  not  have  been  done  without  it,  the  house  of  God 
reared  up  in  their  midst,  and  filled  with  devout  worshipers.  Witnessing 
these  results,  we  are  prepared  to  subscribe  to  the  statement,  that  "the 
Church  Extension  Society  is  in  God's  order;  whosoever  works  through  its 
loan  fund,  or  gives  money  for  its  operations,  is  giving  direct  help  to  God." 
Indeed,  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  successful  working  of  this  system 
cannot  be  too  highly  estimated.  Give  it  the  cordial  support  of  both 
preachers  and  people,  and  very  soon,  as  we  survey  the  field  of  its  opera- 
tions, we  shall  be  led  to  exclaim  "  what  hath  God  wrought?" 

The  Church  Extension  Society  is  no  longer  an  experiment,  but  a  fix- 
ture of  Methodism.  Its  very  name  indicates  the  character  of  its  work — 
the  extension  of  the  personality  of  the  Church.  In  connection  with  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in  1868,  Bishop  Janes  said,  "Looking  at  all 
the  interests  of  society,  the  house  of  God  is  an  imperative  necessity.  We 
must  have  it  in  every  community  if  we  would  secure  the  welfare  of  each, 
and  as  these  different  communities  make  up  the  nation,  we  must  have  it 
in  each  if  we  would  secure  the  welfare  of  the  nation.  I  therefore  hail 
this  Society  and  its  loan  fund  as  the  great  agency  through  which  this 
important  work  in  behalf  of  the  more  feeble  of  the  land  is  to  be  accom- 
plished. But  looking  at  the  magnitude  of  the  work  before  us,  we  may  be 
ready  to  ask,  from  whence  are  to  come  the  needed  supplies?  Who  is  to 
replenish  the  treasury  and  save  the  work  from  embarrassment?  One 
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small  rivulet  docs  not  supply  the  .abundance  of  the  ocean,  but  it  is  innu- 
merable streams,  great  and  small,  constantly  flowing  in  that  direction,  that 
keep  it  always  full.  So  the  gifts  of  the  Church,  large  and  small,  must  be 
continually  poured  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord's  house,  that  no  want 
may  be  felt.  Then  these  gifts  will  again  be  sent  forth  to  enrich  and  bless 
our  sin-cursed  world." 

In  closing  this  report  we  would  submit  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  Church  Extension  Society  as  second  only  to  the  Mis- 
sionary Society,  as  a  means  for  promoting  the  salvation  of  the  world. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  indorse  the  action  of  the  General  Conference  of  1872,  in 
the  re-appointment  of  llev.  Dr.  Kynett,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Church 
Extension  Society,  and  we  will  co-operate  with  him  in  furthering  the  interests  of 
said  Society  to  the  extent  of  our  ability.

ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  would  report  that  we  are  most  profoundly  impressed 
with  the  vast  importance  of  the  Sunday  School  work  in  our  denomina- 
tion. The  opportunities  for  Christian  enterprise  which  are  constantly 
opening  before  the  Church  in  this  country,  as  well  as  the  work  already 
accomplished  by  this  honored  and  blessed  institution,  demand  of  us  a 
most  hearty  expression  of  gratitude,  and  a  thorough  examination  of  our 
methods  of  labor. 

While  we  are  glad  to  observe  a  continued  interest  in  this  great  depart- 
ment of  Christian  effort,  and  the  prosperity  which  marks  every  year  of 
its  existence,  we  are  driven  to  the  conviction  that  it  has  not  yet  received 
the  attention  which  it  really  demands,  and  which  is  necessary  in  order  to 
reach  the  great  ends  attainable  by  its  activities. 

Having  as  its  ultimate  object  the  final  salvation  of  the  child,  it  should 
use  the  most  efficient  appliances,  and  never  cease  its  invention  of  expedi- 
ents. This  implies  the  culture  of  the  child  in  all  the  primany  lessons  of 
Sunday  School  instruction,  and  those  higher  developments  of  soul  which 
should  attend  upon  maturer  years. 

The  Sunday  School  should  be  a  most  natural  and  inviting  passage  into 
full  Church  fellowship  for  all  the  children  and  youth  who  can  possibly 
be  brought  within  the  circle  of  its  influence,  thus  verifying  the  declara- 
tions of  Scripture:  "Those  that  be  planted  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  shall 
flourish  in  the  courts  of  our  God."  Therefore, 
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Resolved,  1.  That  in  the  future  we  will  strive  to  give  a  more  definite  expression  to 
our  convictions  of  duty  in  this  department  of  Christian  work,  and  that  we  will  seek 
to  promote  our  Sunday  School  interests  with  greater  zeal. 

Resolved,  2.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  whole  Church  to  co-operate  in  this  work, 
and  that  in  order  to  secure  this  end,  we  will  endeavor,  so  far  as  is  practicable,  to 
so  arrange  the  services  of  the  Church  as  that  there  shall  be  no  conflict  between  the 
hours  of  meeting  of  the  Sunday  School  and  any  other  service. 

Resolved,  3.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  all  Sabbath  School  workers  to  use  all  legitimate 
means  to  retain  the  children  and  youth  in  the  Church. 

Resolved,  4.  That  we  most  heartily  indorse  the  action  of  the  last  General  Confer- 
ence in  providing  such  increased  facilities  for  Sabbath  School  instruction,  and  in 
electing  such  able  men  to  superintend  the  publishing  of  our  Sunday  School  literature. 

Resolved,  5.  That  while  we  re-affirm  our  appreciation  of  the  Berean  Series  of  Les- 
sons furnished  by  Dr.  Vincent,  we  caution  all  Sunday  School  workers  against  such  a 
use  of  these  aids  to  instruction  as  to  substitute  them  for  the  study  of  the  Scriptures. 

Resolved,  6.  That  the  Sunday  School  should  be  thoroughly  drilled  in  our  Church 
catechism. 

Resolved,  7.  That  Ave  urge  all  who  have  the  matter  in  hand,  to  use  very  great  care- 
fulness in  the  selection  of  books  for  our  Sunday  School  libraries,  and  to  see  to  it  that 
nothing  is  admitted  that  is  of  even  doubtful  tendency.

ON  SANCTITY  OP  THE  SABBATH. 

Under  the  religious  influence  of  our  fathers  this  has  been  erected  into  a 
great  Christian  nation.  The  moral  elevation  of  the  people  which  has  had 
its  source  in  the  Christian  religion,  and  has  been  propagated  through  its 
institutions,  has  been  the  means  of  its  prosperity  in  the  past,  and  can  be 
its  only  guarantee  of  success  in  the  future. 

The  Sabbath,  as  one  of  these  institutions  of  Christianity,  has  stamped 
its  impress  upon  all  of  our  national  institutions,  and  its  sanctity  is 
acknowledged  throughout  its  jurisprudence. 

Such  is  the  nature  of  man  and  the  relation  in  which  God  has  placed 
him,  that  it  is  necessary  to  "remember  the  Sabbath"  to  preserve  his 
moral  character  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  humanity. 

The  existence  of  the  Church  is  dependent  upon  such  an  institution  of 
religious  convocation,  where  its  truths  may  be  taught,  and  through  which 
its  doctrines  may  be  promulgated,  and  every  effort  to  degrade  the  Sabbath 
and  destroy  its  influence  we  must  regard  inimical  to  the  spirit  of  Ameri- 
can institutions  and  law,  subversive  of  morality,  and  a  direct  assault  upon 
our  holy  religion,  destructive  alike  to  our  individual  happiness  and  pros- 
perity, and  our  national  safety. 
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We  look  with  regret  and  concern  upon  the  fact  that  such  efforts,  arising 
from  an  influence  nurtured  among  an  infidel  people  and  under  an  anti- 
republican  form  of  government,  are  being  made,  and  that  such  efforts  have 
so  far  succeeded  that  the  desecration  of  the  Sabbath  has  come  to  be  one 
of  the  great  sins  of  the  American  people,  and  we  are  fully  assured  of  the 
necessity  of  renewed  and  more  energetic  efforts  to  preserve  its  sanctity. 

The  proper  use  of  the  day  itself  is  one  of  the  most  efficient  means  of  its 
preservation. 

We  cannot  regard  the  Sabbath  as  a  day  of  rest,  in  the  sense  of  inac- 
tivity or  indolence,  but  as  a  day  of  religious  activity;  a  rest  from  secular 
pursuits  for  the  purpose  of  spiritual  development,  the  propagation  of 
religious  truth,  and  the  salvation  of  souls;  and  our  public  meetings,  both 
regular  and  occasional,  such  as  have  been  customary  in  our  Church,  and 
which  have  been  blessed  of  God  in  making  them  instrumental  in  accom- 
plishing these  results,  are  the  proper  use  of  the  Sabbath,  and  the  legiti- 
mate purpose  for  which  God  sanctified  and  hallowed  it. 

In  consideration  of  these  views  we  beg  leave  to  introduce  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Sabbath  is  not  only  a  positive  religious  precept  of  Almighty- 
God,  but  a  moral  precept  also,  and  it  is  as  impossible  to  preserve  a  moral  character 
as  it  is  to  preserve  a  Christian  character  without  its  observance. 

Resolved,  That  we  can  anticipate  only  misfortune  from  its  desecration,  and  we 
hereby  pledge  our  utmost  endeavors  to  maintain  its  character  according  to  the  p;ire 
scriptural  representation  of  its  sanctity. 

Resolved,  That  assembling  together  for  the  purpose  of  public  worship  upon  the 
Sabbath  is  the  duty  of  every  person,  and  especially  of  every  Christian.

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  on  our  Church 
Periodicals — what  they  are,  what  they  should  be,  how  and  why. 

WHAT  THEY  ARE. 

They  are  as  good  or  better  than  ever  before. 

Dr.  Whedon  is  still  speaking  in  ' '  Quarterly  broadsides "  with  the  same 
heavy  ordnance. 

Dr.  Wentworth  is  storing  the  "  Repository  "  with  the  treasures  of  a  life 
and  intellect  of  no  ordinary  richness,  and  is  blessing  all  our  youth  with 
"  Golden  Hours." 

Dr.  Yincent,  through  his  S.  S.  Journal  and  by  his  Berean  Readings  is 
leading  the  whole  Church  to  the  more  diligent  and  devout  study  of  the 
word  of  God. 

Dr.  Curry,  from  the  height  of  the  "great  official,"  like  another  Moses 
on  Nebo  with  "eye  undimmed  and  natural  force  not  abated,"  is  still 
surveying  the  extended  fields  of  the  Church. 

Edwards,  in  the  "Northwestern,"  is  giving  us  the  newsiest  journal  in 
Methodism,  and  good  things  are  reported  of  Hunter,  Hoyt,  Cobleigh,  Fry, 
Benson  and  Dillon.  Our  standard  bearers  at  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati, 
Atlanta,  St.  Louis,  and  on  the  shores  of  the  Pacific,  and  their  respective 
sheets,  were  never  more  worthy  of  the  increasing  patronage  of  the  Church, 
and  yet  so  far  as  our  newspapers  are  concerned  if  your  Committee  may 
be  allowed  to  express  their  convictions  they  are  not  quite 

WHAT  THEY  SHOULD  BE. 

Our  official  papers  should  be  larger.  They  should  have  room  for  a  far 
wider  range  of  reading — for  articles  on  Theology,  Systematic,  Exegeti- 
cal,  and  Polemic,  as  able  as  those  of  the  "  Quarterly,"  yet  in  a  popular  and 
taking  form — room  for  discussions  on  Philosophy,  Ethics,  Moral  and 
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Political  Science,  such  as  are  given  in  the  "  thunderer  " — "The  London 
Times,"  and  "The  Nation" — room  for  serial  articles  on  Ecclesiastical 
History  and  Methodist  policy — room  for  popular  dissertations  on  Educa- 
tion, Art,  Science,  Literature,  Politics  and  Notes  of  Travel— room  for 
JS'ncs,  Local,  Home  and  Foreign,  Denominational  and  Secular — room 
for  the  thorough  Editorial  survey  of  the  whole  breadth  of  the  progressive 
thought  of  the  age  in  the  light  of  Christian  principles,  and  from  the 
Mcthodistic  standpoint — room  especially  for  religion  pure  and  personal, 
for  articles  all  aglow  with  spiritual  life  and  power,  articles  that  shall 
arouse  the  conscience,  inflame  the  holy  passions  of  the  soul  and  move 
the  whole  life  and  being  of  the  Church  toward  God. 

Our  Papers  should  be  more  expensive,  at  least  to  the  publishers. 

Denominational  matter  will  always  be  afforded  to  our  papers  gratis,  and 
it  may  be  very  cheaply  said  that  all  other  articles  should  be.  But  the 
whole  history  of  religious  journalism  in  our  day  is  a  demonstration  that 
the  best  wares  in  the  market  command  the  highest  price,  and  that  the 
highest  bidder  controls  the  market,  and  this  according  to  the  universal 
laws  of  commerce  and  nature  ordained  of  God.  Efforts  to  reverse  these 
laws  may  be  indicative  of  zeal,  but  not  of  a  zeal  according  to  knowledge. 
Indeed,  it  may  be  laid  down  as  the  fundamental  postulate  upon  which  all 
ethics  and  religion  are  based,  it  is  right  to  regard  values  according  to  their 
values  irrespective  of  self.  This  principle  while  involving  the  loftiest  pos- 
sible type  of  disinterestedness,  and  the  broadest  philosophy,  nevertheless 
embodies  the  elements  of  the  profoundest  economy,  and  the  conditions  of 
the  grandest  commercial  success.  And  that  the  Church  may  give  the 
world  the  greatest  possible  values  through  her  religious  press,  we  beg 
leave  to  suggest  to  our  publishers  that  it  is  right,  and  wise,  and  politic  to 
regard  values  according  to  their  values  for  the  sake  of  an  expectant 
Church  and  a  waiting  world. 

As  God  has  generally  wrapped  up  genuine  self  interest  with  robust 
duty  the  publishers  of  the  first  class  religious  journals  of  other  churches 
have  found  it  for  their  interest  to  pay  for  the  production  of  Methodistic 
pens  ten,  fifteen,  and  even  twenty  times  as  much  as  these  same  pens  could 
command  from  our  own  publishers.  Besides  the  salaries  of  from  three  to 
five  able  editors,  aggregating  from  fifteen  to  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
these  enterprising  business  men  find  that  it  is  for  their  interest  to  pay  to 
single  outside  writers  sums  from  one  to  three  thousand  dollars  annually. 

It  is  quite  needless  to  remark  that  such  papers  are  in  demand.  Their 
successive  issues  fall  not  within  the  pale  of  one  communion  only,  but  like 
leaves  in  autumn,  or  snowflakcs  in  winter,  over  all  the  land. 

Why  cannot  Methodist  publishers  do  the  same?  The  Church  has  the 
capital,  and  indeed  the  capital  invested  in  newspapers.  There  is  but  one 
reason.   The  capital  is  too  widely  distributed.    The  careless  policy  of  the 
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Church,  that  has  allowed  local  pride  to  plant  a  "  College,"  a  "  University  " 
at  every  fancied  center  of  influence  has  allowed  the  same  "local  men 
with  local  views "  to  establish  a  "great  official "  in  nearly  every  prominent 
city  in  the  land.  To  issue  these  as  many  separate  establishments  are 
built  up  at  great  expense,  and  the  funds  are  engulfed  that  might  other- 
wise be  turned  to  the  enlargement  and  enrichment  of  at  least  one  great 
official  organ  of  the  Church.  As  local  papers  are  chiefly  of  local  interest, 
they  have  but  a  limited  circulation,  and  consequently  can  be  afforded 
only  at  high  subscription  rates.  Your  Committee  know  that  it  is  for  the 
interest  of  every  member  of  every  annual  Conference  in  Methodism,  as 
for  the  interests  of  the  entire  Church,  to  urge  the  concentration  of  its 
patronage  and  efforts  upon  one  great  connectional  organ  of  Methodism. 
If  local  interests  demand  local  papers,  let  independant  local  enterprise,  as 
at  Boston  and  Buffalo,  supply  that  demand,  but  let  the  official  organ  of 
Connectional  Methodism  be  connectional,  not  sectional.  Let  the  Church 
concentrate  upon  such  an  organ  the  able  editorial  talent  already  dis- 
tributed to  the  sectional  papers.  Every  man  at  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  he  is  strongest.  Let  the  wealth,  also,  scattered  in  sectional 
establishments  be  made  to  contribute  to  the  efficiency  of  this  one  great 
Metropolitan,  and  by  thus  vastly  increasing  its  size  and  vigor,  and  extend- 
ing the  sphere  of  its  circulation  over  all  the  extended  fields  of  the  Church, 
every  subscriber  would  have  a  paper  of  incomparably  greater  volume 
and  value  for  the  same  or  even  less  money. 

As  a  medium  of  communication  for  one  part  of  the  Church  with 
another,  such  a  connectional  organ  would  excel  tlie  existing  sectionals  in  a 
remarkable  degree.  Every  one  writing  in  such  an  organ  would  thus  find 
himself  en  rapport  with  the  whole  body  Ecclesiastic,  and  by  simply  turn- 
ing to  the  compendious  digest  of  denominational  interests  such  an  organ 
would  afford,  he  could  possess  himself  at  once  of  all  desired  information 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  Church  in  all  her  interests,  and  in  all  her  borders. 

Give  us  such  an  organ  as  this,  and  its  periodical  pulsations  sending  its 
life  currents  through  all  the  bounding  channels  of  Church  enterprise 
shall  spread  the  genial  glow  and  vigor  of  intellectual  and  spiritual  health 
through  the  whole  body  of  the  Church,  and  vitalize  even  the  extremities 
of  the  world.

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REV.  MYRON  33.  CAMBURN. 

Late  Secretary  of  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference,  and  Presid- 
ing Elder  of  Grand  Ti?  averse  District. 

Brother  Camburn  suddenly  closed  his  useful  life  on  his  return  from 
the  last  session  of  this  Conference  to  his  appointed  field  of  labor.  After 
the  adjournment  of  the  Conference,  he  with  his  family  spent  some  time  in 
visiting  among  his  friends  and  attending  to  some  temporal  matters  with 
which  he  was  charged.  In  due  time,  to  meet  his  engagements,  and  enter 
upon  his  work,  he  started  with  his  own  conveyence  to  Traverse  City. 
His  route  lay  through  an  uninhabited  portion  of  the  country,  with  only 
here  and  there  a  settler.  When  within  about  two  days'  drive  of  his  home 
he  was  seized  with  a  "congestive  chill."  Such  was  its  severity  as  to 
necessitate  him  to  stop  upon  his  journey.  The  only  house  for  miles  dis- 
tant was  a  log  structure  comprising  a  single  apartment.  Hither  with 
himself,  wife  and  two  children  he  was  obliged  to  seek  refuge,  and  throw 
himself  and  family  upon  the  hospitalities  of  the  already  crowded  inmates. 
In  the  greatest  discomfort  he  remained  for  several  days  suffering  not  only 
from  the  inconveniencies  of  his  surroundings,  but  from  the  want  of  medi- 
cal aid  and  suitable  remedies.  While  here  chill  succeeded  chill,  and 
disease  and  death  was  rapidly  approaching  consummation. 

Taking  the  advantage  of  a  short  interval  of  freedom  from  extreme  suf- 
fering, it  was  proposed  to  make  an  effort  to  continue  upon  his  journey  to 
the  town  of  Sherman.  He  was  accordingly  placed  upon  a  bed,  and  in 
company  of  brother  and  sister  Bathrick,  who  had  hastened  to  his  assist- 
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ance,  removed  to  the  latter  place.  He  suffered  no  great  inconvenience 
from  the  journey,  but  expressed  his  pleasure  in  prospect  of  a  change  in 
his  accommodations.  He  arrived  at  Sherman,  and  stopped  at  Mr.  Fur- 
gerson's  on  Monday  evening  of  October  16,  and  died  at  about  11  o'clock 
the  next  day,  October  17,  1871. 

Brother  Camburn  was  born  November  8,  1820,  and  was  within  a  few 
days  of  fifty-one  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  converted 
to  God  at  the  early  age  of  twelve  years,  and  with  his  parents  sought  and 
obtained  a  place  in  the  fold  of  the  Church.  His  membership  in  the  Church 
extended  to  a  period  of  nearly  forty  years.  He  was  first  commissioned  by 
God  and  then  by  the  Church  to  preach  in  July  of  the  year  A.  D.  1844.  After 
more  than  two  years  laborious  study  in  preparation  for  the  ministry,  he 
offered  himself  to  the  Michigan  Annual  Conference,  which  was  held  at 
Marshall  in  September,  A.  D.  1846.  The  following  comprise  a  list  of  his 
appointments  in  the  order  in  which  they  occurred  :  St.  Joseph,  Kala- 
mazoo, Allegan,  Grand  Rapids,  Flint,  Romeo,  Battle  Creek,  Grass  Lake, 
Marshall,  Parma,  Homer,  Litchfield,  Grand  Rapids  District,  Edwards- 
burgh,  Lawton,  Pokagon,  Reading,  Constantine,  Burr  Oak,  Centerville, 
and  the  Grand  Traverse  District,  where  he  terminated  his  labors  at  the 
beginning  of  his  second  year.  In  all  of  the  places  assigned  him  by  the 
Church,  Brother  Camburn  acquitted  himself  as  a  true  and  able  minister  of 
Christ.  In  an  article  written  by  him  for  the  secular  press  during  a  short 
vacation  from  ministerial  work,  he  says  of  himself  :  "After  a  term  of 
twenty-seven  years  of  almost  uninterrupted  service  as  a  Christian  pastor,  I 
am  enjoying  my  first  vacation.  During  that  time  1  have  never  lost  more 
than  two  Sabbaths  in  succession  from  sickness  or  any  other  cause.  I 
have  performed  a  large  amount  of  extra  labor,  and  was  beginning  to  feel 
keenly  the  need  of  rest." 

Brother  Camburn  was  emphatically  one  of  our  most  indefatigable 
laborers  in  the  work  of  the  Master.  He  knew  no  weariness  or  rest  while 
the  duties  to  which  he  was  called  were  pressing  upon  him.  In  the  per- 
formance of  the  work  of  the  last  Conference,  we  have  a  specimen  of  his 
devotion  to  the  work  assigned  him^as  Secretary  of  the  Conference,  and 
Presiding  Elder  of  the  District.  He  devoted  the  night  as  well  as  the  day, 
and  thereby  doubtless  induced  or  at  least  hastened  the  fatal  chill  that 
terminated  his  useful  labors. 

For  six  years  Brother  Camburn  has  served  the  Conference  as  its  Secre- 
tary, in  which  department  of  labor  he  evinced  a  fitness  and  ability  rare  to 
the  gifts  of  men.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Conference  he  was  elected  as 
one  of  the  delegates  to  represent  this  body  in  the  General  Conference. 
This  was  but  a  merited  tribute  of  respect,  worthily  conferred  upon  a 
noble  Christian  brother  and  minister.  The  spirit  in  which  he  received 
this  honorable  recognition  at  the  hands  of  his  brethren  is  indicated  in  a 
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remark  to  his  now  bereaved  widow:  "  We  have,"  he  said,  " by  our  elec- 
tion to  the  General  Conference,  increased  responsibilities  to  the  Church, 
and  we  must  have  increased  grace  to  meet  them." 

Brother  Camburn  was  a  true  man  in  all  of  the  relations  of  life.  If  he 
did  not  attach  himself  to  friends  readily  he  did  warmly.  As  a  husband 
and  father,  he  was  a  model  of  consistent  tenderness  and  regard  for  his 
family. 

As  a  Chrisitan  he  was  fully  consecrated  to  God  and  His  work,  recogniz- 
ing in  all  things  the  high  obligations  which  its  profession  involves. 

As  a  minister  he  was  endowed  with  more  than  ordinary  gifts  and  graces. 
His  clear  perceptions  fully  comprehended  his  subject  in  all  of  its  parts, 
which  he  clearly  illustrated,  and  forcibly  impressed  upon  the  minds  of 
his  hearers.  He  not  only  convinced  the  judgment  but  he  reached  the 
hearts  of  his  congregations. ,  He  loved  the  doctrine  of  holiness,  professed 
it  in  his  life,  adorned  it  in  his  profession,  and  preached  it  to  others  from 
his  pulpit. 

Brother  Camburn  to  the  last  retained  his  consciousness,  though  unable  to 
articulate.  On  the  day  of  his  death  he  desired  to  be  assisted  from  his 
bed,  that  he  might  once  more  get  upon  his  knees  in  the  attitude  of  prayer. 
He  knelt  and  prayed  committing  himself,  his  family,  and  the  Church  to 
God,  and  arose  to  kneel  in  prayer  no  more.  The  last  that  he  said  was 
"  I  think  that  with  me  all  is  over."  He  died  calmly  and  without  a  doubt 
fully  prepared  for  the  surprise  summons  that  suddenly  called  him  from 
labor  to  reward. 

His  sudden  death  cast  its  shadows  over  the  entire  district  on  which  he 
was  appointed  to  labor,  and  his  loss  will  long  be  felt,  not  only  upon  that 
district,  but  by  the  whole  Church  within  our  bounds. 

Peace  to  His  Slumbers. 

His  remains  were  transferred  to  Traverse  City,  and  in  a  formal  sermon 
by  the  writer,  assisted  by  the  preachers  of  the  district,  and  ministers  of 
other  denominations,  we  committed  his  body  to  the  ground  in  temporary 
burial,  amidst  the  tears  and  regrets  of  a  bereaved  Church  and  people. 

Brother  Camburn  leaves  a  widow  who  is  worthy  of  the  place  which  she 
has  held  as  a  noble  minister's  wife,  and  two  children,  a  son  and  a  daugh- 
ter. We  commit  them  to  the  God  of  the  widow,  and  Father  of  the 
fatherless. 

In  April  last  his  remains  were  disinterred,  and  removed  to  Moscow  for 
final  burial,  where  they  now  slumber  in  the  rest  of  the  good  departed.

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REV.  WILLIAM  McKNIGHT. 

Rev.  William  McKnight,  of  the  Michigan  Conference,  died  in  Green- 
bush,  Michigan,  March  28,  1872.  He  was  born  in  Rootstown,  Portage 
county,  Ohio,  April  17,  1815.  He  was  early  deprived  of  the  counsel  and 
advice  of  his  father,  he  passing  away  from  earth  when  William  was  but 
two  years  old,  yet  when  he  was  quite  young  he  was  brought  to  see  the 
need  of  a  Saviour;  when  but  thirteen  years  of  age  he  was  converted  and 
joined  the  M.  E.  Church,  and  lived  a  consistent  and  faithful  member  for 
two  or  three  years,  and  until,  under  the  instructions  of  his  stepfather,  he 
withdrew  from  the  Church,  after  which  he  wandered  from  God,  and  lost 
his  religious  enjoyment. 

He  lived  in  a  backsliding  state  some  two  or  three  years,  when  he  was 
again  awakened  and  reclaimed.  And  he  reunited  with  the  M.  E.  Church 
in  May,  1835.  In  1840,  he  was  appointed  Class  Leader,  and  on  February 
6,  1841,  was  licensed  to  exhort  on  Edinburg  Circuit,  in  the  Erie  Confer- 
ence, and  on  the  8th  of  May,  1847,  was  licensed  to  preach  upon  the  same 
charge. 

Soon  after  he  was  licensed  to  preach  he  rented  his  farm,  and  com- 
menced going  to  school  to  prepare  himself  for  his  life  work.  But  soon 
after  his  wife  sickened  and  died,  leaving  him  with  two  motherless  chil- 
dren, and  he  found  it  impossible  for  him  to  continue  in  school.  In  1849 
he  removed  to  Michigan,  and  settled  upon  a  farm  in  Ovid,  Clinton  county, 
and  soon  after  was  employed  by  Rev.  George  Bradley,  Presiding  Elder  of 
Grand  River  District,  upon  Rochester  Circuit.  In  1850  he  was  admitted 
upon  trial  in  the  Michigan  Conference,  and  appointed  to  Tallmage  Cir- 
cuit. Here  his  health  failed,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  he  was  discon- 
tinued at  his  own  request. 

In  1852  he  was  ordained  to  Deacon's  Orders,  and  that  year  was 
employed  by  Rev.  D.  Burns,  Presiding  Elder,  upon  Flat  River  Circuit. 
Here  he  traveled  as  junior  preacher  for  one  quarter  of  the  year,  when  the 
Presiding  Elder  put  him  in  charge  of  Duplain  Circuit,  where  he  labored 
for  the  rest  of  the  year. 

In  1853  he  was  employed  upon  Lyons  Circuit  as  junior  preacher.  Here 
he  was  again  recommended  to  the  Conference,  and  was  re-admitted  on 
trial  in  1854,  in  the  Michigan  Conference.  In  1856  he  was  received  into 
full  connection  in  the  Conference,  and  in  1858  was  ordained  to  Elder's 
Orders. 

The  charges  which  he  rilled  in  connection  with  the  Conference,  are 
Boston,  Flat  River,  Kelloggsville,  Laphamville,  Sparta,  Woodland,  Ovid, 
Bengal  and  Bangor. 
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He  traveled  three  years  as  a  supply,  fifteen  years  in  connection  with  the 
Conference,  and  has  been  superannuated  three  years. 

He  was  married  twice,  first,  to  Miss  Rachel  Chapman  of  Rootstown, 
Portage  county,  Ohio.  When  she  died  he  was  left  with  two  children, 
both  of  them,  however,  have  gone  to  the  better  land  before  him.  His 
second  marriage  was  to  Miss  Lois  Richards  of  Palmyra,  Portage  county, 
Ohio.  By  his  second  marriage  he  had  one  son.  He  therefore  leaves  a 
widow  and  one  son  to  mourn  their  loss. 

Brother  McKnight  was  a  faithful,  earnest  Christian  minister.  A  good 
pastor,  always  ready  to  do  the  Master's  work,  or  suffer  the  Master's  will. 

During  his  last  sickness,  which  was  protracted  for  several  weeks,  and 
very  painful,  he  never  murmured  or  complained,  but  was  borne  above 
the  trial  by  that  grace  which  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  gives  to  His 
faithful  ones. 

While  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  being  administered  to 
him  upon  his  death-bed,  about  a  week  before  his  death,  he  became  exceed- 
ingly happy,  and  said  to  the  pastor  of  the  charge,  "  If  you  live  to  go  to 
Conference,  you  will  have  to  answer  when  my  name  is  called  ;  tell  the 
brethren  that  that  Gospel  that  1  have  preached  to  others  is  a  great  comfort 
to  me  now,"  and  repeated  the  Apostle's  language,  "  I  have  fought  a  good 
fight,  I  have  kept  the  faith,  I  have  finished  my  course." 

And  he  remained  in  that  happy  frame  of  mind  until  the  spirit  took  its 
flight  from  the  Church  and  ministry  below  to  join  the  Heavenly  hosts 
above.
